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HE Commons met about Three of the Clock in the Aﬀtc rnoon, and about Four, the Uſher of the Black 
Rod came down witha Mcflage for them toattend His Majeliy jn the Houſe of Lords; where, they be=. 
ing come, His Majcſty fitting in bis Robes and Crowncupor: his Head, Mr. Seymour Informed his Majefty, 
That he having been Graciouſly Pleaſed to give leave to the Houſe of Commons to chooſe them a Speaker, 
they had unanimouſly pitcht upon him for their Spezker, and that he was willing toferve His' Maj. ty and 
them to the utmott of his Power: To which His Majeſty made no An{wer, but the Lord Chancellour ftood 
up, and made a Spcech to this eff: &. | 
That if His Majcfiy ſhould always except a Perſon pitcht upon by the Houſe of Commons; - then-it would 
be no great Favour to be choſen a Speaker, and theretore His Majelty, as being the belt Judge of Perſons and 
Things, thought kit to except againſt Mr. Seymour, as being fitly qualified tor other Szrvices and Imploy- 
ments, without giving any Reaton to the Pcrſon Chooſing, or the Perſons Choſen, and therefore Ordered 
them to pitch upon ſome other Pcrſon by to Morrow Eleven of the Clock, to be preſented co His Majeſty 
for His Approbation, E | ce | 
The Commons immediately returned back to their own Houſe, where, Sir Fobx* Earxly ſtood up and ac. 
quainted them he had Order from His Maj:fty to recommend Sir Thomas Meers urito them to be their Speaker, 
as a Perſon well known jn the Method and Practice of Parliament, and a Perſon that he thought would be 
very Acceptable and (erviceable to them. Y

the greateſt Weight: In the Tranfactions of which,your Lord{tips ſeem to apprc- 
hend ſome Difficulty ir. the Matters propoſed by the Commons. 

To clear this,- the Commons have defired this Conference 3 and by it, they hope to mani- 
feſt to your Lord(hips, that the Propoſitions of the Houſe of Commons, made by their Com 
mittee, in relation tothe Tryal of the Lords in the Tower , have beer! onely ſuch as are well 
warranted by the Laws.of the Parliament, and Conſtitutions of the Government, and in no 
ſort intrench upon the Judicature of the Peers ; z but are moſt neccflary to be inlilted upon, that 
the Antient Rights of Judicature in Parliament may be maintained. 

The Commons readily acknowledge, that the Crimes charged upon the Eart of Powy, Vic 
count Stafford, - Lord Petre , Lord Arundel of Wardour, and Lord Bellafis, are of deep Guilt, 
and call for ſpeedy Juſtice : But withall, they hold, That any Change in Judicature in Parlia- 
ment, made without Conſent in full Parliament, to be of pernicious Conſequence, both tos 
his Majeſty, and his Subjects ; and conceive themſelves obliged to tran{mit to their Poſterity, 
all the Rights which of this kind they have receivedtrom their Anceſtors, by putting your Lord- 
ſhips in mind of the Progreſs that has already been between the Two Houſes, in relation to the 
Propoſitions made by the Commons, and the Reaſonableneſs of the Propoſitions themſelves:

A Cory of the Birr concerning the D.of YORK. 


Oraſmuch as theſe Kingdoms of England and Ireland, by the wonderful Providence of Almighty God, many years 
2 fince have been delivered from the lavery and ſuperſtition of Popery, which had deſpoiled the King of his Sove-

E have now the weighteſt matter under our Conſiderations that ever came before us, therefore we ought with 
the higheſt Zeal to Tok our minds boldly for the King and Kingdom : for as the matter is of no lets impor- 
tance, than to ſecure our Religion to Poſterity, {o much the rather ſhould we apply our ſelves to manifeſt that we wil 
not be diſcouraged by any ſ{ceming oppoſition whatſoever. | | 
But as the Lord Chancellor lately told us, This is the time, (o I muſt repeat it, That it is indeed the time ;, that is to Þ 
ſay, the moment 5 which if we ſhould ſuffer to flip from us, it may never be in our power to regain, and then our Chil 
dren may be bound to Curſe us : for I muſt tell you, That it will be utterly impotſible ever to ſecure the Proteſtant 
Religion under a Popiſh Succeſſor, unleſs you do totally diſable him to inherit theſe Proteſtant Countries 3 and the Ty- 
ranny of the See of Rome will infallibly teal upon us. 
| For to think to reſtrain a King under the Power of a Penal Law, thereby to ſecure Religion, isno more than to bind 
Sampſon with Cords, who as ſoon as *tis ſaid, The Philiftims are upon thee, will break them all in pieces, and carry the 
Gates away with him, and leave you open to the invaſion of the Envy z nothing therefore can be able to ſecures, 
but to clip his Locks : For if the Papiſts do at this time deſigne to ſubvert our Religion under a Proteſtant Prince, hoy 
much more will they deſigne againft us under a Popiſh Succeſſor ?

Let me ask you,Muſt we a& with the Succeſſor,or without him ? if we act with 
him, he will never conſent to any thing we ſhall do againſt him 3 if without him, we act as a Common-Wealth ; and 
that he will never ſuffer, but perhaps, will ſend his Guards, and turn us out of Doors, and what will becotne of us then?
